Applicant submits that "it is only by applicant's preamble that the subject matter defined by claim 2 [and claim 9] is known to be comprised 
as a converter", and "it is improper for the Examiner to completely ignore this limitation." See Response, at 5. 

This argument is not persuasive because the term converter was considered. The limitations of the preamble that merely state intended 
use were not accorded patentable weight. See Final Rejection mailed 1 February 2005. 

Regarding the term "converter", the rejections of claims 2, 5-7, 9, and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Okamoto (JP 09- 
179468) or Honda (US 4,985,734) are maintained. Each reference reads on the limitation "converter". For example, the image forming 
apparatus or the cartridge could be considered a converter in the sense that it converts blank sheets to sheets with images on them. Also, 
the cartridge converts unused developer on the photoconductor to recovered developer in the hopper. Finally, the cartridge converts a 
latent image to a final image at transfer. For any of these reasons, Okamoto or Honda taken alone reads on the limitation "converter" from 
the preamble of claims 2 and 9. 
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
